When Myers entered the garage 
about 8:15 o’clock, the building was 
filled wifh the fumes, and he was 
forced to make a hurried exit.

they arrived on the scene, opened 
tile 
garage 
doors, 
and 
cleared 
the building of the gas. 
They then 
carried Levitt from his machine, and 
placed him on the floor of the garage. 
Efforts at resuscitation were futile. 
Chief t of Police Jesse Grubbs, who 
together with Officer Richard Wolford 
and Scott Baughman, was notified of 
the tragedy, informed Coroner L, U. 
Zoch, through Justice of the 
Peace 
L. D. Sell, of Levitt's death. 
Dr. 
Zech is convinced that death was acci­ 
dental and was due to carbon monox­ 
ide poisoning. 
A note from the deaf! man address­ 
ed to Myers 
was found 'behind the 
garage door, enclosing money for the 
rental of the garage for the night. 
Levitt had previously arranged 
with 
Myers to leave at 8::30 o ’clock, and 
to settle his rental at that time. When 
Myers arrived he found Levitt dead. 
It is evident that Levitt had changed 
his plans, to leave earlier in the morn­ 
ing.
